The ‘ominous feature’ is that over 
the last ten years (during which 
immigrant men have been joined by 
immigrant women!) the proportion 
of children born to mixed marriages 
has declined: the ’deep instinct', be¬ 
lieve it or not, is good old national 
identity, while the ‘tragedy’ is of ‘a 
growing minority, alien here yet 
homeless elsewhere, (which) will 
have been fastened upon them and 
us forever.’ 

In the first part of his speech. 
Powell dealt mainly with statistics 
about births to immigrant niolhers. 
schools ailetidances, and their pro¬ 
portions in various towns where con¬ 
centrations of immigranis appear. 
They show the ominous fad that 
where there are more immigrants, 
more immigrants' children gel born 
and go to school. Fantastic! As far 
as the ‘alien minority' is concerned, 
the answer comes for Mr. Enoch 
Powell in a report from the Institute 
of Race Relations, to be published 
on July 10 and called ‘‘Colour and 
comes "Lip^ Wi iljt 
Ihe staggering find that 'tolerance 
is higher in areas where there is a 
coloured population than in areas 
where there is none; this tolerance 
is heightened by dose contacl with 
immigrants al work.’ 

In other words, prejudice, wtich 
is based on fear, is born of ignor¬ 
ance, This is precisely what Mr, 
Powell plays upon and if there is an 
hysterical tone to his remarks—and 
by Christ there is—it is based upon 
his knowledge that time is against 
him. After all, the immigrants’ chil¬ 
dren who are getting born here are

minorities, who reject phony national 
identities in favour of human soli¬ 
darity, who believe, if you like, that 
love is a better basis for human rela¬ 
tions than hale. 



Enoch Powell is making a desjrer^ 
ate gamble for leadership of ihc 
Conservative Party, He is I'rusinited 
at seeing his own Party led by a 
siiJy mediijcrity and he is prepared 
to sow the seeds of hatred in his 
attempts to do something about it.

Aberdeen Tenants Resist 


In simple-minded honesty one must 
admit that one entered the gallery with 
the dagger drawn but the arts and 
handicrafts of The Wives of Nfembers 
of Parlimnent force one by their sheer 
naivete to play Falstaff to their Mistress 
Ford and Mistress Page. But truth must 
ever be triumphant so no polite 
courtesies when reviewing the applied 
arts of The Wives of Westminster but 
a brutal valediction on their Sunday 
paintings for these arc the wives of our 
elected representatives and they have 
the audacity to offer their petty daubs 
to the judgement of their victims.

have been renowned for their inflated 
rents and total lack of proper amenities. 
The roofs leak, the windows are either 
jammed or allow continual draughts to 
blow in. The gas cookers either don't 
cook or arc leaking* The wash-houses 
contain not only mangles, but mice. For 
company, some tenants have maggots! 

Recently, a number of Mrs* Grants 
tenants formed a Tenants’ Association 
and dragged the dear lady in front of 
the Rent Tribunal. All the rents were 
reduced* One young woman, however, 
has been served notice of eviction. The 
situation is lhal she is a divorcee, and 
the flat is in ihjjmuxieuf her ex-husband. 
Bf 1 sfW tfi 

is, of course, simp^ a childish attempt 
by the landlord to hit back* 

As a result of this filthy victimisation 


(by a landlord universally known and 
loathed in tbe city), two protest marches 
have been carried out by the tenants. 
The first went to exclusive Rubislaw 
and confronted Mrs. Grant's lawyer in 
his maggoL-free mansion. II must be 
assumed that his roof doesn’t leak and 
that he has no mice, since he declined 
to join the protest I 

A second march (Thursday, June 5) 
went (150 strong) right across the city, 
calling at the lawyers office and then at 
the ancestral home of Mrs* Grant. 
Taking part were the tenants (and their 
kids—at one point it looked like some¬ 
thing from the 'Pied Piper’!) and members 
of Solidarity, IS and Aberdeen .Anar¬ 
chists. Public sympathy was very real— 
bystanders wishing the marchers well— 
girls ‘ffsh fa:ctory ^erhe^ 

we went by* The fuzz were quite tame- 
one even helped a kid with her poster! 
Dave Third, covering the march for 


Freedom was, however, approached by 
a senior officer and asked who he was 
taking pictures for* The idea, it appears, 
was for Dave to give them prints* Dave 
declined, knowing full well that these 
would be added to already ample files 
on militants in Lodge Walk. 

Mrs. Grant was not at home to her 
tenants and the curtains were drawn. 
The marchers handed in a letter, made a 
speech, and departed, leaving their 
posters to adorn her property. Her 
house is a guest house and such un¬ 
welcome visitors and publicity will hardly 
do her business much good I 

The tenants have now declared a rent 
strike and will pay rents into a bank 
account until repairs arc done. They 
are 100% united, and their courage 
deserves the support of every libertarian 
in Aberdeen. If the court does evict the 
woman and her two young children, Mrs* 
Grant could find life very nasty indeed! 

This is the firsl real manifestation 
tenant militancy in Aberdeen for years, 
there can be no doubt that it will 
spread.

However this year they de¬ 
cided to get lough- On the Friday com¬ 
rades assembled to reconnoitre the p^c- 
non in preparation for Sunday, Securicor 
bad set up two road-blocks and were 
strutting about in their .'Kmerican-styic 
uniforms. strolled up and propped 
ourselves against a nearby fence and be- 
^ talking about Sunday. The mei^ 
ceaaries went into a huddle and started 
whispering to one another. We looked 


at them, they looked at us. Gangs of 
local youths were begi nn ing to roam 
around and the mercenaries began to 
look unconuortahJe. All the while a 
police mini'Van had us under observa¬ 
tion. .After a while \ve drifted away as 
no carasi'ans were arriving. 

On Sunday afternoon we assembled at 
the Talteaham Corner House which is a 
massive and high class pub, M^tny tough* 
looking Gypsies wore roaming around 
scowling at the local bourgeois who be¬ 
gan nervously shepherding fheir wives 
and kids away from such uncouth com* 
pany.

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THE SIX DAY WAR 


THE ROAD TO YVAR, the Origin and 
Aftermath of the Anih*lsmeli Conflictj 
1967-S, by Walter luiquenr. Pelicun, 8/-. 

TYHIS HISTORY OF THE EVENTS 
leading up to the Six Day War, 
from the dme of the arrival of the 
firs: jews in Palestine to the actual 
beginning of hosiililici, is an interesting, 
but not exactly an encouraging book to 
read. The Israeli-Arab conflia is a fight 
between two victim-peoples. They are 
now in the position where neither side 
can afford to give an inch. If the Israelis 
give they run the risk of being massacred. 
If the .Arabs do so they lose face, which 
to most humans is almost as bad as 
being killed, .Meanwhile the great powers 
sit back, sell arms to both sides, and 
exploit the situation in any way which 
seems profitable to them. They risk 

nothing. 

Mf, Laqueur is informative about 

political parties, statesmen and their 

nianoeuvreSj. and about the vagaries of 
public opinion. In dealing with the 

latter however he makes some strange 


staiemenJs, one to the effect that the 
pacifist organ PcMi News has been 
'traditionally pro-Nassejp (p. 215j. This 
looks like a piece of *he who is not 
with m is against u$* thinking. Peace 
News has alwa^^s opposed all wars and 
fighting of any kind, even in self-defence. 
One may not agree with this position, 
but at any rate it cannot be construed 
as pro-Nasser, 

The reaction of other British papers, 
however, was often cither coolly neutral 
or .faintly hostile. Afid-semitie emotions 
.manifested themselves] in odd places, A 
reader of the .Yew Statesman wrote, 
*. , , your paper should be named the 
Jew Stutesmm, and take for its motto 
whatever is the Hebrw equivalent of 
''Sieg Heir'/ In Tribu^ a reader wrote,' 
‘Scratch a left-wing Jew and you find 
a Zionist, Paul Ros^s hysterical letter 
shows the ideologicaikbyss into- which 
all socialists plun^when they allow 
their emotions to dofoeir thinkiiig for 
If preachhis 


iheni-- 

support for a Zit^^^te , . - fheo he 
can no longer be j^^assed as an inter- 


naiionaJ socialist , , , interna liona] 

socialists must give unconditional support 
to Arab nationalism.' And if this support 
results in another pogrom? Never mind, 
it's all part of international socialism. 
Just as it formerly was of the national 
variety, 

A Trotskyist stated that Israel had 
attacked the Arab states to save the 
pound sterling, a common anii-semitic 
fantasy, connccilng the Jew with money 
and underhand finandaJ manipulations. 

JronicalJy enough this racism is con¬ 
nected with what one might call Third 
Woridism. Maoist China and Kasseris 
Egypt, both police states, are seen as 
representing the interests of the 'wretched 
of the earth', Israel, according to this 
theory, is a bastion of Western 
Imperialism. In fact the real enemy is 
the state itself, and the idea that 
accompanies it, that people are not 
primarily individuals but members of 
collectivities, Jews, Gentiles, blacks, 
whites, etc. 

Mr. Laqueur has an interesting theory 
that the great powers are virtually un¬ 
able to control the little slates today. 
This strange consequence of the develop¬ 
ment of nuclear weapons was probably 
not foreseen by those who pressed ahead 
with the atom and hydrogen bombs. 
The big states cannot act for fear of 
wiping each other out, and the little 
stales can fight their 'conventional' wars 
without hindrance. (However, as pointed 
out above, they can make money out 
of the wars of small states, and use 
them as pawns, by mampulation rather 
than outri ght dominariom) 

In Vietnam the Americans cannot 
fight an all-out war for this reason. 
Theoretically they could wipe out North 
Vietnam with H-Bombs in minutes. A 
small power can therefore defend itself 
a gain st a great on^ The next logical 
step may be the invasion of a big state 
by a small one, as in the film The 
Mouse that Roared* (My idea, not Mr. 
Laqueur’s.) 

Interesting though ail this may be 
it does little to help the situation in 
the Middle East. Tbe author is very 
sceptical about the possibility of a com¬ 
bined country, IsraeLPalestine. His 
scepticism may well be justified, but it 
is the only solution that has the least 
glimmering of justice in it, however 
uasarisfactory it may be in many ways. 
The Mayor of Jerusal^ has recently got 
himself into hot water for advocating 
that his city become a capital for both 
Jews and Arabs. Something of the sort 
w^t have to come eventually. Both Israel 
and Palestine are here to s^y/ ^

A WARNING ACCEPTED B|IT IN PERSPECTIVE 


T he GOVERNME.NT is threatening 
to invoke Its White Paper? 'Jo Place 
of Strifc\ The TUC is offering a sem¬ 
blance of opposition and altemaiive 
measures. Sui. no matter what! the 
fundamental ends will be basically the 
same: the mauguraiion of industrial 
feudalism through withdrawal of the right 
JO strike. Ironically, the only thing that 
can prevent this is the application of the 
strike weapon itself. This means at least 
ihe movement of a large minority of the 
industrial workers if not the majpriiy. 

In their article 'A Warning' (Freedom, 
KxS.69> comrades Arthur Uloth and 
John Rety give us a warning. In essence 
they say that there is a grave danger for 
anarchists to form a united front with 
non-anarchisu factions. To add some 
weight to this they refer to the Spanish 
anarchists’ participation in the Republi¬ 
can Government. This did happen but 
was not necessariJy the logical outconie 
of united front activity. The anarchists 
made this mistake because they deviated 
.^fom their principles in the heat of 
revolutionary fervour and the apparent 
pressing need for anti-fascist unity. The 
ari.:irchi:>T'i of Spain recognise that this 
was an error and one which cannot be 
.'cpe.ited. However, there is a difference 
bcrfwcen fluting with non-anarchists for 
fundamentals and uniting for 
>nij/ied.‘«ie matual protection or limited 

au.iH 

Or, final objectives we are travelling 
dijjercni roads and cannot unite. 

When workers Join the urmy we cannot 
Join with them. But when workers go 
on strike we can strike with them. When 
workers participate in authoritarian in¬ 
stitutions we cannot ally ourselves with 
them. But when they rebel consciously 
or unconsciously against authoritarian 
insiiiuiions then they are our allies. 
Individual anarchists may have the moral 
support of the anarchist movement in 
the struggle against the threaicned Indus^ 
trial Relations BtlL But without the 
tndustrial might of the Samson of labour 
the individual anarchist is in Jeopardy. 

Your warning is well meant, comrades, 
and H appreciated. Wc can lake heed 
to it, but take heed in proper perspec¬ 
tive. In 1945 the editors of FKt^^t ooM 
were charged with sedition for allegedly 
disaffecting Her Majesty''s forces. The 


editora were aware'^f the error of the 
Spanish anarchists-^ their compromise 
of fundamentals. But this did not blind 
them to observe the|diJference of having 
unity of purpose on]immediate common 
exigencies. Tliey cop Id have a common 
platform for free i^ech without com¬ 
promising fundam^tals. They did Just 
this and rightly so, A Freedom IJefence 
Committee was set Hip along wnth non- 
anarchists. 

On the question of our right to strike 
i: is a pressing necessity, comrades, to 
seek unity with noB-^narebists, In prac¬ 
tice we will do this in any case for we 
will be appealing to the workers in the 
factories, in Ihe yaids. in the depots, at 
all points of production and communi¬ 
cation £o act again^ this 'Slavish Bill", 

Whilst doing this we won't sink our 
identity for we wilLbe acting in accord¬ 


ance with our principles. For in essence 
we will be asking non-anarchists to act 
like anarchists. And if they do? I>oe^'t 
a ro^ smell like a rose by any other 
name. 

Having said this, let me say, 'Ey all 
means have a free assembly of anarchists 
to discuss Ihe matter where practical, and 
work out a campaign of propaganda and 
aaivity against the White Paper.’ 

But time is running short and so in 
the circumstance I think it would he 
more practical for lofal groups to seek 
allies in their ar^ to work out a cam- 
I^gn. 

Siiraer might have said, ‘These 
allies will have my suppon, my time, my 
energy to common advaniage, but myself, 
my whole self, they will not have.*

The Moral 
Implications 
of Anarchism 


TT™en I SAW the tide of Enoch 
Powell's book, Freedom and 
Realityt I made a resolution: for at least 
a year I will try to avoid using the word 
'Freedom'—which is sadly overworked 
anyway—and instead load my convem- 
tion with the ponderous polysyllables of 
■Responsibility, Participation and Involve¬ 
ment*. If I wish to move into a minor 
key I win substitute 'Service xAid and 
Compassion’, or sing the blues with 
‘Work, Piay and So^^ow^ and—very 
occasionally and strictly for pomp and 
circumstance stuff—chime out 'Courage, 
Orgaiiisation and Sacrifice'. 

. For to me Anarchism is more than u 
pragmatic approach to the whole prob* 
lem of socia] organisation; more than a 
devasting critique of authorilurian 
systems and ideas; and more than the 
searing flames of the coming revolutiom 
Jt also provides me with a sound and 
scientific basis for a \'iablc code of 
ethics—a set of standards which I can 
Jive up to without in any way denying 
my manhood, a vindication of common 
decency and all those humane attitudes 
which our enemies in the Communist 
Party scoff at and label 'petty-bourgeois 
morality^ I think it a pity, therefore, 
that although plenty of effort has been 
devoted to explaining the nature of 
libertarian opposition to the state and 
prinaitive rigid moral codes based on 
superstition, fear and ignorance (effort 
very well spent, I hasten to add), few 
people have found time to c.xamine or 
develop fully the ethical implications 
of Anarchism, 

Kropotkin, of course, was a notable 
exception and he was working on a 
sequel to Mutual Aid called Ethics when 
he died, but I don't think this has ever 
been a popular work, it has always been 
difficult to obtain, and I doubt whether 
many people have read iL Yet the 
importance of the ’.Anarchist ethic' was 
emphasised by a remark made about 
Kropotkin by, I think, one of his 
scScatific colleagues^anyway, not a 
comrade—io rhe effect that if everyone 
was like Peter Kropotkin then .Anajpchy 
would be. the only possible system for 
the world, I am sure that this admira' 
tion was caused by the way that Kropot- 
kin tried all his life to live completely in 
accordance with his anarchist convictions, 
Malatesta^ too, won the love and respect 
of almost die entire Italian working class 
by his ^emplary life and conduct 

I suppose everybody has their own 
pet hate when it comes to misrepresenta¬ 
tion of Anarchistn by the mass media. 
To many, the equation of Anarchy with 
chaos seems to act like a red rag to a 
bull, but the phrase I detest most is 
irresponsible Anarchists', for, as 1 
suggested in the first paragraph, An^ 
archism implies the assumption of more^ 
not less responsibility. Decentralisation 
down lo the basic units of common or 
local syndicate means that people must 
make decisions on vital issues which are, 
at present, compleiely remote from them 
(e.g. housing, educaiion, industrial devoid 
opment, production, transport, etcT will 
have to rely on themselves to deal with 
any anti-social activity which threatens 
their community, and will have to 
provide and organise welfare services 
such as hospitals, schools, electridty and 
gas supplies, and communications whkh 
are, now, mainly the concern of the state. 

Today, it is not uncommon to find 
.Anarchists involved with such things as 
the peace movenrent, ciWl rights in 
Ireland, industrial disputes, helping the 
homeless and the travelling oommiinitx’, 
tenants’ associations, eto .—And 
scenes to me inevitable and natural, 
because not only are .Anarchists tiot 
"irresponsible' but what they believe leads 
them to be concerned with social 
problems, and cotniniftcd to making life 
more bearable and fulfilling for peopk 
in general. It’s true most of m believe 
our place is in the street, challengiiig 
what we know to he wrong and unjusL 
but this is more icsponsible and moo^ 
adult behaviour than hiding behind 
drawn curtiiins and letting TV blind us 
to what is going on just outside out 
front door. It ts also a good deal more 
enjoyable, for Man being a social crea* 
ture, it follows that his happiness is 
bound up with the happiness of odie^ 
his freedom connected with the froodOMft 
of all. Disalfiliation and alienaitoik Oft 
the other hand, complete aLptlhy <0 
selfishness on the other^ caa oevftr Iqi4 
to a life more sateffying than oao . 
according to the age-old pijjnd]pto 
Mutual ' Aid and Solidpifty.^

O VER 40t) WORKERS arc oti strike 
fit the Quail lex Yams Lid. factory, 
RadcHfle. near Bury. Canirarj' to reports 
which have appeared in the local and 
national pressf. ihia isn't a Tadal' strike— 
the majority arc Pakistanis—but is over 
the right of workers being able to choose 
theiF own TU. 

The management wants the workers to 
belong to the National Union of Dyers. 
Bleachers and TcvUlc Workers. How¬ 
ever. the workers have no desire lo join 
a union which they consider to he little 
belter than a company union On reading 
the points set out in a document sent to 
all the strikers, one realizes that llils 
belief is weBTounded. 

TTils text consists of an agreement with 
Me-ssr.s Nelson and GreenW'ood of the 
Dyers. Bleachers and Textile Workers, 
which they think should 'resolve' the 

*preseni difriculiici'. This document 
slates u condition of employment a I 
Qua]ilex will be that all unskilled and 
semi-skilled proce^^x workers must be 
memberb of the Dyers nnd Bleachers 
Union by July 4. 

Also that TU umtributions wilt be 
deducied from wages (Point 6). T hal the 
‘commission' normally paid to collectors 
will be automalically paid into the YoemI 
section' (Point H). It also says that any

unofficial strike will he considered to 
contravene the 'agreement', and dismissal 
will be automatic. The firm which fiaunts 
a flag which proclaims it the recipient 
of the Queen's Award for Indusin 
ccmly introduced a new basic pay and 
bonus scheme which leaves ihe workers 
considerably worse olf than they were 
before it was introduced. 

Here we have another example of the 
unholy alliance of bosses and unions 
combining again.st the workers, Neither 
the Dyers and Bleachers nor the manage¬ 
ment have had any conUicl wilh the men 
on strike. How can diey pretend to 
know what they think or want, or what 
will Tesolvc* Ihe 'problem'?

SEffLEMENT 
AT IVY BRIDGE ? 


L ast month the Turriff Construction 
Company decided to lerminale the 
major part of its £4.7ni. contract at the 
Ivy Bridge dcvelopmcni. Hounslow They 
nre doing this under a 'force maleure’ 
clause in the contract which they .signed 
with the previou.s Labour Hounslow 
Borough Council. However, they still in¬ 
tend to finish their contract for founda¬ 
tions, external services and roads, which 
arc two-thirds completed. 

As readers wilt know, building workers 
hnvc been lockcd-oul on this litc since 
last November, following mass sackings 
by Turriffs, The company tried unila¬ 
terally to intrcKlucc n new bonus scheme 
which would have meant big reductions 
in earnings. When the Works Committee 
of stewards, backed by the men, rejected 
these proposed cuts. Turriffs started sack¬ 
ing the labour force. Mo doubt they 
thought they could get new personnel, 
but they came unstuck and instead they 
have had a struggle on their 

hand^^ 

Tor a long time, agreenieni on re¬ 
opening has hinged on the re-employment 
of three steel fixers. Originally they were 
employed by a sub-contractor and the 
unions and the Loek-Out Committee 
have been insisting that these three men 
should be re-employed on the site, even 
though the 'subby' had now withdrawn 
from the contract. Turriffs did get a new' 
firm to do the steel fixing, but they re¬ 
fused lo employ the three militants. 

Hax'ing finally been unable lo get rid 
of these milttants. after ofTering them 
jobs on a North Midlands site or as 
labourers on the Ivy Bridge site, they 
offered them cmployrticnt on the sub¬ 
structure contract, which they intend lo 
complete. The unions have now agreed 
to this and work is expected to stan at 
the end of the month. 

Obviously TurriJls have taken whal 
they think h the least expensive w'liv out 
of this dispute, for the sirbslructurc con- 
tracl is expected to last only nine months 
and will only employ a maximum of 50 
men. However, although this union- 
company agreement has been reached, 
the Hounslow Borough Council have suil 
not made up their minds whether to 
accept Turriffs' termination of the main 
part of the contract. There is also the 
siluaiiorl that if they do and Turriffs
